DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. Receipt is acknowledged of a request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including 
the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) and a submission, filed on 6 August 2009. The submission, however, 
is not fully responsive to the prior Office action because newly submitted claims 13-19 are directed to an 
invention that is independent or distinct from the originally claimed invention for the following reasons: 
claims 13-19 arc directed to a method, computer and computer readable medium including steps and 
means for recording and storing x-ray images, indexing images and angiograms according to values of a 
cyclic heartbeat and values of cyclic breathing, using weighted selection criteria to manipulate the 
ultrasound images according to a location and values of the breathing and heartbeat. Claims 1-12 were 
directed towards method and device for displaying image data which did not require any of the 
aforementioned steps or elements and could be used to produce a materially different product than the 
invention of claims 13-19. 

Since Applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented invention, this 
invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution on the merits. 
Accordingly, claims 13-19 are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a non-elected invention. 
See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP 821.03 

Since the submission appears to be a bona fide attempt to provide a complete reply to the prior 
Office action, applicant is given a shortened statutory period of ONE MONTH or THIRTY DAYS from 
the mailing date of this letter, whichever is longer, to submit a complete reply.
